SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY.' 

The  normal  source  of  supply  is  upland  surface  water  with 
an  auxiliary  supply  from  the  River  Dee  to  meet  deficiencies  In 
dry  periods.  The  water  i6  passed  through  sedimentation 

tanks  - rapid  gravity  filters  and  is  chlorinated. 

The  works  were  constructed  in  1935  and  were  sufficient 
until  a few  years  ago  but  the  present  demand  - due  largely  to  the 
number  of  new  houses  and  increased  industrial  demand,  has  outgrown 
the  capacity  of  the  works  and  it  has  been  difficult  to  maintain 
a constant  supply  during  the  last  two  dry  years,  between  the 
months  of  July  to  September. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  highly  satisfactory  and 
consistently  good  reports  have  been  received  from  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service. 

.DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

The  Sanitary  accommodation  at  two  of  the  Public  Houses 
was  greatly  improved  and  plans  had  been  submitted  in  respect  of 
another  house  but  the  work  was  not  commenced  during  the  year. 

Nine  privies  at  private  houses  were  converted  to  water 
closets  during  the  year.  The  proposed  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  has  rot  yet  been  commenced. 

PUBLIC  .CLEANSING^, 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  a covered  motoir 
vehicle  and  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  a site  approximately 
!■§  miles  from  the  Town.  Privy  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  farm 
land . 

HOUSING. 

54  houses  were  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  during  the 
Year  on  the  Pengwern  Housing  Site  and  one  house  was  completed  by 
private  enterprise.

"During  tiie  year  complaints  were  received  of  a nuisance 
caused  by  the  emission  of  black  smoke  from  the  chimney  of  the 
Cae  Felin  Laundry,  this  was  improved  by  the  fixing  of  a new  smoke 
box  and  a new  chimney,  and  although  the  owners  are  compelled  to  use 
inferior  quality  fuel,  no  complaints  have  since  been  received.
